After such a loving experience 
with Hunter, the first family dog 
of the Major family, Susan Major 
decided she wanted to broaden 
their relationship with their next 
family pet. “We lost Hunter, 
our Golden Retriever, after 14 
1/2 years during the summer of 
2012,” she said. “He was such a 
wonderful family dog, very com¬ 
passionate, with a sense to be 
gentle with everyone, including 
my elderly parents.” 

That special relationship with 
Hunter prompted Susan and hus¬ 
band, Jim, to attend an all Golden 
Retriever dog show in St. Louis 
soon after Hunter’s passing. “We 
knew we wanted another dog 
even now after our children were 
all grown, married and out of the 
house,” she said. “Now I would 
have time to raise one from a 


puppy, working with him to be¬ 
come a comfort or therapy dog.” 

After visiting with a breeder 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, Susan ex¬ 
plained to her why she wanted 
another Golden Retriever. “When 
the pups are around 49 days old, 
this breeder tests their tempera¬ 
ment,” explained Susan. “This 
is to see if they are compatible 
dogs for therapy, a family with 
children, or as show dogs.” 

Soon after, the Major family 
came home with their newest ad¬ 
dition to the family, Baxter. “He 
demonstrated that he would be a 
great fit as a therapy dog,” added 
Susan. “He tested well around 
strangers. Baxter didn’t get upset 
around loud noises and he was 
able to stay calm and didn’t get 
aggressive.” 

The first step in Baxter’s train¬ 


ing involved the Majors bringing 
him home, house breaking him 
and having him interact socially 
with family and friends. “Golden 
Retrievers, by breed, are very 
social dogs,” noted Susan. “We 
were told that good therapy dogs 
are not ‘made,’ they are bom 
with that temperament.” There is 
additional training involved, but 
the dog needs to display those 
types of personality traits even 
before training begins. 

For the next several months 
Baxter was integrated into the 
Major family, socializing with 
everyone including grandchil¬ 
dren, Taylor (then 3), Jake (then 
2), and Alek (then an infant). This 
time also ensures that Baxter has

PRH closing affects entire 
families, not just jobs 


Not just employees, but people 
and entire families have been 
affected by last week’s closing 
of Parkway Regional Hospital 
in Fulton. Brianne Williams, 
an eight year employee of 
the rural hospital was a lead 
CT technologist, floor X-ray 
technologist and also performed 
MRIs. “The people I worked 
with had become my family, they 
were there when I was married 
to my husband, Anthony,” she 
said. “They have watched my 
stepdaughter Natalie grow from 
a toddler into a pre-teen.” 

Brianne’s work family was 


also there when her daughter 
Raimee was bom. “I had fertility 
treatments to get pregnant,” 
explained Brianne. “My PRH 
family was there with me through 
it all.” Her daughter is now five 
years old. 

In 2008 Brianne’s brother and 
sister-in-law were expecting 
a baby boy. “This was their 
first biological child together,” 
explained Brianne. “My niece 
and nephew, twins, were adopted 
by my brother.” 

During a routine ultrasound, 
performed by one of Brianne’s 
coworkers at PRH, and also 


one of her best friends, Renee, 
discovered a medical condition 
that would later become life 
threatening for the unborn child. 
“It was revealed that Cannon had 
one of the rarest heart defects 
possible,” Brianne said, filled 
with emotion even now. “Left 
hypo plastic heart syndrome, 
which meant he would be bom 
without the left side of this 
heart.” 

Cannon was bom at Vanderbilt 
Children’s Hospital and 
underwent several surgeries, was

Alzheimer’s affects more than $5 million people 

According to an article by your sense of self.” Jeffrey L. Morby, founder and 


Julie Bain in the April 2015 issue 
of The Rotarian , Alzheimer’s 
affects more than five million 
people in the United States. Now 
there is new hope to stop this 
withering disease. 

What if everything that you 
used to define yourself was 
all of a sudden taken away 
from, asks Bain. “Your sense 
of self requires memory,” says 
Rudolph E. Tanzi, a professor of 
neurology at Harvard Medical 
School and co-author of the 2012 
book Super Brain, with Deepak 
Chopra. “And when you have 
Alzheimer’s disease, you lose 


Bain’s article predicts that 
those suffering from this dreaded 
disease will grow to more than 
7 million by 2025 in the United 
States. Worldwide, the projection 
is 100 million by 2040. 

This disease that devastates 
families and loved ones has the 
potential to bankrupt our health 
care system. And, so far, there is 
no cure. 

Through the efforts of Care 
Alzheimer’s Fund (CAF) and 
Rotarians around the globe, there 
is potential for world-changing 
breakthroughs in Alzheimer’s 
prevention and treatment. 


chair of CAF and a Rotarian 
with the Rotary Club of Martha’s 
Vineyard, blown away by the 
disease, was motivated to direct 
his attention in its direction when 
he saw a need. 

Morby and his wife, Jacqui, 
whose mother was experiencing 
dementia, set up a foundation 
with a mission to dramatically 
accelerate research, making 
courageous bets, and focusing 
exclusively on finding a cure. 

The couple pledged that 100 
percent of the funds raised 
by CAF would go directly to

RTW Ordinance: Illinois Governor 
wants to follow in Kentucky’s footsteps 


Fulton County signed the 
ordinance on Right-to-Work 
(RTW) as 2014 was winding 
down. This action by then 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher and the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court was enacted 
to bring more opportunities for 
employment to a county that has 
been consistently in the high end 
of the unemployment numbers. 

Their decision to sign this 
ordinance is making headlines 
reaching far beyond western 
Kentucky, into states such as 
Illiniois. On March 29, an article 
written by Seth A. Richardson, 
published in the The State 
Journal-Register references 
Fulton County and the state of 
Kentucky. 

Richardson states “Fulton 
County, used to be known as the 
Banana Capital of the World. 

“More than two-thirds of all 
the Chiquita bananas sold in 
the country went through the 
small town on the trip from New 
Orleans to Chicago. It provided a 


great amount of industry jobs for 
the town of less than 3,000. 

“But hard times fell on the 
town, and soon the jobs dried up. 
Fulton County had the highest 
unemployment rate in Kentucky 
in 2014, and 63 percent of its 
residents live below the poverty 
line. 

“So David Gallagher, the judge 
executive - akin to a county 
board chairman - for the county, 
decided something needed to 
change. The fiscal court - or 
county board - consisted of four 
Democrats and one independent, 
who unanimously passed a right- 
to-work ordinance. 

“The right-to-work zones do 
not ban the formation of unions 
in the county. Rather, the law 
states that union membership 
cannot be compulsory. 

“Gov. Bruce Rauner called for 
the same type of set up in counties 
across Illinois last month in his 
State of the State address. Since

FC-HC EDP to pay for dislocated 
workers of PRH to earn National 
Career Readiness Certificate 


One of the most important 
resources in the modem job 
seeker’s toolbox is the National 
Career Readiness Certificate, a 
product of ACT. The National 
Career Readiness Certificate 
(NCRC) is a portable credential 
that demonstrates achievement 
and a certain level of workplace 
employability skills in Applied 
Mathematics, and Locating In¬ 
formation, and Reading for In¬ 
formation. The NCRC measures 
“real world” skills that employ¬ 
ers believe are critical to job 
success. Questions are based on 
situations in the everyday work 
world. More and more employ¬ 
ers are utilizing the NCRC to 
help identify the best candidates 
for their company. 

“We want the dislocated work¬ 
ers of Parkway Regional Hospi¬ 
tal to have the best opportunity 
to find new employment,” said 
Eddie Crittendon, Executive 


Director of the Fulton County- 
Hickman County Economic De¬ 
velopment Partnership . “Because 
the NCRC provides potential em¬ 
ployers with validated proof of 
the job seeker’s everyday work 
skills, it is an investment in our 
people who have participated in 
our local labor force.” 

To take advantage of the free 
testing, Parkway Regional Hos¬ 
pital dislocated workers should 
contact the Fulton Adult Educa¬ 
tion Center and speak with Mel¬ 
ody Darnell at 270-472-2373. 
Other adult education centers are 
offering similar free testing op¬ 
portunities through June 30th, so 
anyone looking for employment 
should contact their local adult 
education program.

My parents are going through 
a divorce, and money issues are a 
big part of the problem. My dad 
bought several rental properties 
and poured money into them. 
Then, he lost them to foreclosure 
and isn’t making a lot in his new, 
commission-based job. How can 
I, as a 25-year-old kid, tell him 
that his career choices aren’t 
working?

Dear Ryan, 

I’m sorry to hear about your 
mom and dad. Divorce is never 
an easy thing, no matter how old 
you are. 

You’ve probably heard lots of 
old sayings about how winners 
never quit. Well, in many cases 
those are false statements. 
Winners and successful people 
quit all the time; they quit doing 
things that aren’t working. This 
doesn’t have to mean that you 
quit on a dream, but it could mean 
you change the methodology 
you’re using — especially if it’s 
not getting you anywhere. 

Part of being a successful 
entrepreneur is having the ability 
to recognize when something 
isn’t working and change it. You 
sound like a smart, caring young 
man, but there’s little chance that 
a twenty-something with very 
little life experience will be able 
to convince his father of these 
things. I mean, he’s probably in 
his fifties, right? Plus, he’s going 
through a divorce, and it sounds 
like he’s broke and emotionally 
worn out. 

You’ve got a great heart, and 
I’m glad you care enough about 
your dad to try and help him. 
But in this scenario, I think he 
needs to talk to someone like a 
pastor, or even an older relative 
or good friend closer to his own 
age — a guy with a little more 
life experience.

Second graders learn how to form valid petitions 


Recently Beverly Claybrooks 
2nd Graders read a selection in 
their readers “Carl the Com- 
plainer”.

Lodgeton, Fulton County Kentucky

A few weeks ago a friend of 
mine Woody Woodruff posed 
to me a question. He asked me 
if I ever heard of a town called 
Lodgetown. I said no. He had 
heard of it and said some rela¬ 
tives had lived there. Friends 
since high school, I wanted to 
soothe his curiosity. The more 
questions I asked and the more I 
dug, the more curious I became. 
He mentioned it was around 
Cayce, either toward “Jerdon” to 
the south or toward Clinton to the 
north. It was a start. 

I had no luck with Lodgetown 
and looked for Lodgeton, Ky. 
All I found was something 
about Lodgeton School ask¬ 
ing me to purchase a souvenir 
badge about the school in Fulton 
County. No other information 
was provided and I did not want 
to buy a souvenir. Asking about 
Lodgeton did peak some inter¬ 
est and a few mentioned know¬ 
ing where Lodgeton School had 
been between Cayce and Fulton 
on Highway 94.1 took that ques¬ 
tion to the Fulton County Genea¬ 
logical Society lunch meeting in 
Fulton. Jeff Boyd was the guest 
speaker and was sharing his arti¬ 
facts found at various Civil War 
sites and previous ‘digs’ using 
his metal detector. He knew of 
Lodgeton School. He told me 
there was a historical marker 
across the road from where it had 
been. I left early. I knew exactly 
where it was. 

I had passed that historical 
marker many times on the cor¬ 
ner at the intersection of 1125 
and 94 highways. I wanted to 
stop but always passed before 
I remembered to. I stopped for 
sure this time. This was when I 
read in chill bumped honor about 
Rob Morris, Poet Laureate of the 
Freemasons and Master Builder 
of the Order of The Eastern Star. 
I wrote about him recently in 
The Hickman Courier, showing 
the marker and had asked some 
questions. I have this to report. 

Rob Morris had a homestead 
in the field behind the marker. A 
description by John Scott in 1854 
described his ride, fourteen miles 


from the Mississippi River in 
Hickman through downed trees 
and burned out stumps and sparse 
population, to Rob Morris’s hum¬ 
ble, if not seemly dilapidated, 
cabin abode with scraggily fenc¬ 
es not quite deciding to fall or 
stand. He had imagined this man 
of the world, becoming more fa¬ 
mous as days went by, living in 
a castle or stately mansion. This 
was not the case. His cabin was 
described as being about 30 rods 
(approximately 500ft.) from the 
highway. There was a smaller but 
similarly dilapidated cabin about 
ten or fifteen yards away that his 
family described as the “office”. 

Rob Morris, a Freemason that 
wrote a tremendous amount of 
correspondence and communi¬ 
cated through letter and visita¬ 
tion to many Lodges of the Free¬ 
masons decided to start a post 
office within his humble office 
cabin. He named it, obvious now, 
Lodgeton post office. He was the 
first postmaster. With no com¬ 
merce or platted town, Lodgeton 
had no chance to compete when 
close by Crutchfield brought in 
the railroad. Lodgeton faded and 
became only a count of house¬ 
holds on the census. In 1856 a 
school that taught classes above 
primary was called a college 
(high school nowadays). I’m in 
belief that the comer stone laid 
during the grand rally of Free¬ 
masons on June 24, 1856, for the 
now defunct West Kentucky Col¬ 
lege was later to become known 
as Lodgeton School. It was across 
the road from the Lodgeton post 
office and the homestead of the 
Poet Laureate of the Freemasons 
and Master Builder of the Order 
of the Eastern Star. Rob Morris 
died in 1888 at LaCenter, Ken¬ 
tucky, with many dignitaries at¬ 
tending and full Masonic Honors. 
Thanks for the prod and the nod 
Woody Woodmff. -Jeff Shell

Grant helps adult students 
take, earn college credit 


Adult Kentuckians who are in¬ 
terested in taking college classes 
may be eligible for a Go Higher 
Grant from the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

The maximum award amount 
is $1,000. 

The grants are available to 
adults at least 24 years old who 
are enrolled less than half-time at 
a participating Kentucky college. 
Applicants must show financial 
need and must U.S. citizens, na¬ 
tionals or permanent residents. 
They must also be working on 
their first undergraduate degree. 

To apply, students must submit 
the Free Application for Federal 
Student Aid (FAFSA), which can 
be found at www.fafsa.gov. They 
must also submit a Go Higher 


Grant application. It can be found 
on www.kheaa.com by clicking 
on the “Paying for College” tab, 
choosing “KHEAA-Adminis- 
tered Programs” and clicking on 
the link to the grant. 

KHEAA is the state agency 
that administers the Kentucky 
Educational Excellence Scholar¬ 
ship (KEES), need-based grants 
and other programs to help stu¬ 
dents pay their higher education 
expenses.

County. “I don’t think the RTW 
law in Fulton County has had 
to make an impact but I believe 
it will,” he said last week. “We 
can call ourselves a RTW county 
but we have to realize that will 
be subject to the court’s reaction 
to the suite against the Hardin 
County Court to struck down 
their RTW. We will have to wait 
until that process is complete 
before we have a final answer.” 

Judge Martin, at this time, 
doesn’t think the current drop in 
the county’s unemployment rate 
had anything to do with the RTW 
law, but did say “It certainly is 
refreshing to see our rate to be 
closer in step with the remainder 
of Kentucky.”

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placed in a drug induced coma 
and put on ECMO which pumps 
blood out of your body and then 
back into it, allowing your heart 
to rest. “He was there almost 
two months before he passed 
away,” continued Brianne. “I 
traveled there every weekend and 
whenever possible for me to go. 
My Parkway family was there 
every step of the way. When 
I was at work my coworkers 
would gather and have prayer 
for Cannon and his family 
everyday.” 

After Cannon passed away his 
picture still hung on the way in 
Brianne’s department. “There 
are people all over the hospital, 
family, people who loved me and 
my family who surrounded us in 
prayer,” she said. 

A second time Brianne 
called upon her PRH family for 
comfort and support, this time 
it was Brianne’s own daughter 
who was in danger. “When my 
daughter was rushed to St. Jude, 
she was covered in bruises, the 
terrible thoughts of leukemia 
were all I could think of,” 
she said looking back. “I was 
lucky she was diagnosed with 
thrombocytopenia where her 
immune system had attacked her 
platelets and they had dropped to 
0.” This meant that Raimee could 
bleed to death. 

“She received a platelet 
transplant and has been going 
to St. Jude for six months now,” 
added Brianne. “My Parkway 
family was there for me once 
again. Prayers, texts, phone calls, 
messages and never a day that 
I walked in the doors of PRH 
where they did not ask about her 
or how an appointment went and 
how is she doing.” 

So yes, family is about 
mothers, fathers, brothers, and 
sisters, but for Brianne it means 
so much more. “My PRH family 
are my adopted ones,” she said. 
“That includes a few adopted 
mothers that I met at PRH. I love 
my ‘family.’” 

Brianne, now employed at 
Baptist Memorial Hospital 
(BMH) in Union City, Tenn., 
worked at PRH until the last 
day on March 31. “I wouldn’t 
change a thing,” she said. “So 
many patients stand out and 


without saying their names, we 
at Parkway probably have ones 
who come first to mind. Ones we 
reminisced about fondly, those 
who made us laugh. Those we 
mourned over after they passed 
because we knew we could never 
see them again.” 

Another thing Briannewouldn’t 
change is the friendships she 
made that would last a lifetime 
long after the doors at PRH closed 
for the last time. “I have become 
a better medical professional,” 
she noted. “I have learned things 
that I would not have learned at a 
larger facility.” 

When Brianne moved on to 
BMH it became some what 
familiar to her because she was 
once employed there before. 
“I believe you make the best 
of wherever you are,” Brianne 
said as she looks to the future. 
“You have connections with 
people no matter where you go. 
Parkway was a smaller facility, 
each department worked closely 
together. You helped each 
other and you were there for 
each other.” Especially during 
good times and even while 
experiencing your own crisis. 

“My mother worked at 
Parkway for many years before 
I came to work,” added Brianne. 
“I spent many nights there as a 
child when she was called in. 
Some of those same people were 
there during my eight years at 
Parkway and they looked over 
me like their own children.” 

So yes, it’s not just employees 
who are affected by the closing of 
tho Fulton medical facility, it is 
entire families. “My family was 
affected by Parkways closing,” 
said Brianne sadly. “They have 
been my ‘family’ for years. 
My department family, Linda, 
Renee, Tracey, Melissa, Dick, 
Devin, Diane, Mary Katherine, 
and Jesse. We have all laughed, 
cried, endured, and sometimes 
fought, but that’s what families 
do. I wish you all the best. To my 
big Parkway family, the same, 
thanks for loving, caring and 
sharing to my family, friends, 
and to our community. All the 
hard work, sleepless nights, and 
long days are deeply appreciated 
from myself and family. You all 
are the best!” 


Rotary and CAF 
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research by covering all the 
overhead expenses. 

Rudy Tanzi, vice chair of 
neurology at Massachusetts 
General Hospital in addition to 
professor of neurology at Harvard, 
was recruited by CAF. Tanzi has 
been a pioneer in finding genetic 
causes of neurological disease. 

With Tanzi’s earlier work with 
chromosome 21 and its link to 
Huntingdon’s disease and even 
Down syndrome, he speculated 
that there might be an Alzheimer’s 
gene on chromosome 21. He 
discovered the first gene known 
to be associated with early- 
onset Alzheimer’s in 1987, then 
discovered two more. And I never 
went back; I have just kept going 
with Alzheimer’s ever since,” he 
noted in Bain’s article. 

After meeting with the Morbys 
in 2004, Tanzi put together 
a dream team of world-class 
researchers to carry out CAF’s 
strategy. It wasn’t long before 
they were identifying new 
Alzheimer’s genes, and based on 
what they were learning from the 
disease-associated mutations in 
those genes, working on possible 
drug therapies. 

Looking to speed things up in 
2010, Rotary entered the story 
- Jeff and his wife accidentally 
came into contact with Dick Pratt, 
a longtime member of the Rotary 
Club of Martha’s Vineyard. 
“We started talking, just being 
friendly,” Morby says. “Pratt 
asked me what I was doing, I 
told him about being chairman of 
CAF, and how I was dedicating 
my time to try to find a cure,” 

They talked for hours, and 
Pratt invited Morby to speak at 
a club meeting and his program 
was a hit. “Most Rotarians have 
somebody in their family or a 
friend who’s had Alzheimer’s,” 
Morby adds. “And people are 
terrified that they’re going to get 
it.” 

A chain reaction soon took 
place following Morby’s talk 
at the Rotary meeting with his 
message spreading from one club 
to another. Soon Rotary clubs 
throughout District 7950 (parts of 
Rhode Island and Massachusetts) 
began fundraising efforts. 

Presentations on the bigger 
stage soon followed at the 2012 
Rotary International Convention 
in Bangkok, Thailand and 
the Lisbon convention. Thus, 
spreading the word even 
further about CAF’s work and 
commitment. 

People from South America 
were making connections with 
others from places in the U.S. 
like Ohio, sharing their struggles 
with patient education and more. 

There was a lot to celebrate 
in October 2014, when he CAF 
marked its 10th anniversary with 


a symposium at the Harvard Club 
of Boston, Morby spoke about 
how, since 2004, the once-limited 
knowledge of Alzheimer’s has 
exploded into a nearly complete 
understanding of the basic causes 
and the pathways to a cure. 

Tanzi and his team have 
since identified more than 100 
Alzheimer’s genes and over 250 
genetic mutations that could 
make someone more - or less - 
likely to get the disease. 

The article goes on to say that 
gains have lead to a more thorough 
understanding of Alzheimer’s 
course. It’s symptoms take 20 
to 30 years to develop, Tanzi 
says, and there are three-distinct 
phases: amyloid, tangles, and 
inflammation. 

The key now is to figure out 
how to prevent, or treat, each 
one at different stages of life and 
disease. Tanzi call this “matching 
the right treatment to the right 
patient at the right time.”

Every state has interesting, 
famous, and inspiring individuals 
that bring positive recognition to 
their home state. Kentucky has 
many that hail from the Bluegrass 
state, including one Harland 
Sanders, most recognizable 
as Col. Sanders, the face of 
Kentucky Fried Chicken. 

On Thursday, March 19, 
Kentucky Humanities Council, 
Kentucky Chautaugua through 
a partnership with Murray State 
University’s Outreach and 
Paducah Bank, “Col. Sanders” 
paid a visit to the seventh and 
eighth grade students at Fulton 
County Middle School. Col. 
Sanders, and other notable 
individuals from Kentucky, are 
portrayed by people who study 
the history of the individual 
for approximately one year. 
They then travel all across the 
state bringing these individuals 
such as Col. Sanders and others 
including Abraham Lincoln, 
Justice John Marshall Harlan, 
Mark Twain, Pee Wee Reese and 
Private William Greathouse, to 
life. 

Col. Sanders, dressed in the 
famous white suite and black 
string tie, began his life story 
to the students as if they were 
employees in one of his many 
restaurants. 

“Howdy kids!” he began, 
preceding to ask for a telephone. 
“This is a telephone?” he asked 
as a student handed him a cell 
phone. Col. Sanders couldn’t 
believe it didn’t have a cord and 
he thought it looked like a small 
television. 

It was custom for Col. Sanders 
to check in on his restaurants 
every once in a while. “I am a 
one man consumer protection 
agency,” he explained with a 
chuckle. “I serve as a good will 
ambassador for KFC. I have 
traveled thousands of miles 
visiting my restaurants.” 

Col. Sanders attributed his 
success to three things, hard 
work, luck and perseverance. 
Even though his father died when 
he was a mere five years old, 
forcing him to help his mom raise 
his younger brother Clarence and 
sister Catherine, he didn’t allow 
his life circumstances to hold 
him back. 

“Bom in 1890,1 did have many 
set backs,” he said. “I learned 
how to cook and bake things 
like bread from my momma 
who worked in a tomato canning 
factory. 

“My first job was at the age of 
10,” Col. Sanders continued. “I 
was eventually fired because I 
didn’t clear the land I was asked 
to clear in the amount of time 
allotted.” 

No matter how long it took, 
Col. Sanders knew that one day 
he was going to make something 


out of himself. 

He left home at the age of 
16, and joined the army. “The 
next thing I knew I was on a 
boat heading for Cuba,” he 
said. “I was in charge of taking 
care of mules as the boat made 
my stomach chum,” he said. “I 
lost 41 pounds by the time we 
landed.” 

In 1906 he was employed by 
the railroad as a train fireman, in 
charge of keeping the fire going 
inside the train. 

“Back in those days I was 
always looking for something to 
do that had prestige attached to 
it,” he said. 

Soon, he was tired of the 
railroad and tried his hand as a 
lawyer taking correspondence 
courses, with only a sixth-grade 
education. 

Col. Sanders also sold 
insurance and tires. 

Eventually he would transition 
from selling tires to running a 
gas station in 1930 after hitch 
hiking while looking for work. 
He would end up in the little 
town of Nicholasville, Ky., in 
Jessamine County. 

He found his niche, selling 
gasoline, adding services such 
as filling up the radiator and 
cleaning the windshield. 

“People pay attention to that 
extra service,” he said. “Within 
one year I was pumping more gas 
out of that station in Nicholas vfile 
than any other gas station in the 
entire state of Kentucky.” 

The Great Depression was 
the demise of the station when 
all the farmers went broke and 
they couldn’t pay. “I sold the gas 
station and everything I had,” he 
added. “I was now looking for 
something new to do again.” 

He moved his family to 
Corbin, Ky., where Hwy 25 
mns through the town, “It was a 
major thoroughfare back in the 
day,” he said. “We had a lot of 
trade there and we pumped a lot 
of gas,” he added. “Lots of truck 
drivers and more came through 
so we added a little restaurant in 
a side building with six chairs 
and a table, cooking meals for 
people to sit a spell and eat.” 

After the owner asked Col. 
Sanders to try using a pressure 
cooker to cook vegetables 
quickly, but have them taste like 
they had been cooking all day, 
he got the idea to try cooking 
chicken in it too. 

“The first time I did it,” he said, 
“it was terrible.” Like anything 
else he did, if it didn’t work out 
the first time, he kept trying. 

That’s how Kentucky Fried 
Chicken began even though his 
restaurant wasn’t called that 
then, it was known as Sanders 
Cafe and Service Station. 

When Interstate 75 was 
constructed, Col. Sanders was 
forced to shutdown and sell 
everything he had. “I received 


about $75,000,” he said. “I 
paid off all my bills and it took 
everything I had.” 

Instead of just sitting back, 
collecting his social security 
checks, Col. Sanders got an 
idea. “I thought about retiring,” 
noted Col. Sanders. “If there is 
one thing in this world I knew 
better than anyone else, it was 
how to fry chicken. So I decided 
I would spend the rest of my life 
asking people to buy into my 
franchise.” 

The first person who agreed 
to pay him five cents a piece per 
chicken sold with those special 
herbs and spices on it was a 
friend of Col. Sanders who lived 
in Utah. 

Col. Sanders and his wife 
would then travel to restaurants 
with their pressure cookers, 
chickens and special blend of 
herbs and spices. “We didn’t start 
in Kentucky, we went to Illinois 
and Indiana because we were 
selling the brand of Kentucky, 
not only chicken,” he explained. 

Eventually, it would catch on 
and before you new it, a 70-year- 
old Col. Sanders was traveling 
the country while his wife stayed 
home in Shelbyville, Ky., mixing 
up the special herbs and spices. 
“I would sleep in the car,” he 
said. “I would drive until I would 
find a gas station, clean up, and 


get right back out there and do it 
all over gain.” 

The sales came. 

“Perseverance,” he told the 
students. “That’s what it takes. 
By 1958 we had several dozen 
restaurants and by 1962 we had 
600 restaurants in the mid-west 
with signs that said ‘Now serving 
Col. Sanders fried chicken.’” 

Eventually it got too big for 
him and in 1964 he sold his 
interest in the company for $2 
million to a group of investors 
including John Y. Brown (who 
later became governor of 
Kentucky). 

“They got me on television 
and all over the place,” he said. 
“They made Col. Sanders a 
household name.” 

Not bad for a man who started 
from scratch when he could have 
retired. “The KFC franchise 
happened to me at a time in 
my life when most people were 
ready to start settling down,” 
concluded Col. Sanders. 

Col. Sanders was fatally 
stricken with leukemia in 1980 
at the age of 90, the Colonel 
traveled 250,000 miles a year 
visiting KFC restaurants around 
the world. His likeness continues 
to appear on millions of buckets 
and on thousands of restaurants 
in more than 100 countries 
around the world.

developed a bond with his new 
family so he will retain memories 
of them during the next phase of 
his training. 

The next part of Baxter’s train¬ 
ing included sending him to a 
professional obedience trainer 
in Paducah, Ky., for two months. 
“We could only visit him once,” 
Susan said. “This gives the train¬ 
er the ability to bond with Baxter 
so he has the drive to please the 
trainer.” If the Majors were to 
visit too often, it would prolong 
this phase of his training. 

Then, in the summer of 2013, 
Susan and Baxter participated in 
group classes in Murray at the 
Calloway County Humane So¬ 
ciety following his return to the 
family home. “He and I were 
trained as a team and there were 
times when Baxter knew what 
to do even before I did,” Susan 
said proudly. “Baxter was trained 
with word commands and mo¬ 
tions such as a tap on the leg or a 
hand gesture.” 

The lessons are weekly and 
conducted in a group setting. 
“The group training is neces¬ 
sary,” she said. “Especially when 
the ultimate goal is to have him 
be able to offer comfort to com¬ 
plete strangers and not just our 
family.” 

After receiving his Canine 
Good Citizens Certification, 
Baxter was able to make a visit 
to several preschool classrooms 
at Fulton County Elementary/ 
Middle School and has made 
a few visits to Golden Living 
Nursing Home. “I had hoped 
we would be eligible to visit at 
St. Jude Children’s Hospital in 
Memphis, Term., to be a comfort 
for children going through cancer 
treatments,” she said. “Unfortu¬ 
nately that isn’t going to work 
out because their requirement is 
a schedule of weekly visits.” 

Looking to give back to the 
community in another way Susan 
looked into two other ways that 
Baxter and she can serve. Baxter 
can be certified as a therapy dog 
through Therapy Dogs Interna¬ 
tional (TDI) and their program 
entitled Tail Waggin’ Tutors. 

TDI is a volunteer organiza¬ 
tion dedicated to testing and reg¬ 
istering dogs and their volunteer 
handlers for the purpose of vis¬ 
iting nursing homes, hospitals 
and other institutions. “We could 
also go to disaster areas such as a 
town struck by a tornado,” Susan 
explained. “The dog provides the 


victim comfort, relieving stress, 
and the handler is there on the 
chance they may want someone 
to talk to.” Both of those ways 
will involve additional training 
for both Baxter and Susan. 

The idea to become involved 
in Tail Waggin’ Tutors involves 
Susan’s oldest grandchild, Tay¬ 
lor. Now in kindergarten, Tay¬ 
lor likes to read to Baxter, while 
sharing cuddles. The main objec¬ 
tive of the Tail Waggin’ Tutors 
program is to provide a relaxing 
and “dog-friendly” atmosphere, 
allowing students to practice 
the skill of reading. “Baxter is 
so good around children, it just 
seems like a good fit,” she said. 
“Taylor lies all over Baxter and he 
never moves. Taylor even spends 
time playing dress up with Bax¬ 
ter, putting various things on him 
and he just lets her have her fun.” 
(See related story on page 8) 

Dressing Baxter is good train¬ 
ing for him as a future therapy 
dog. “Right now Baxter is only 
2 1/2 years old,” noted Susan. 
“Once he reaches 3 and 4 years 
of age, he will be more settled 
down to begin working as a ther¬ 
apy dog.” 

Other places where Baxter can 
be of service as a therapy dog is 
at colleges and universities like 
Murray State. “He can go on 
campus spending time playing 
Frisbee and interacting with the 
college students providing them 


an outlet for pent up stress relat¬ 
ed to taking college exams,” she 
said. “I have also been in contact 
with Fulton County Emergency 
Management, laying down the 
groundwork for the future once 
Baxter has had all of his training 
so he could assist at local disas¬ 
ters, too, if needed.” 

Susan sees all of this as a 
destiny for Baxter, who seems 
to have been bom to serve and 
provide comfort. “Jim and I took 
him on a trip to Savannah, Ga., 
in Febmary 2013 even before his 
obedience training,” commented 
Susan. “We went with another 
couple and while the ladies where 
shopping the men walked around 
with Baxter. They received lots 
of compliments on Baxter’s de¬ 
meanor and some wanted to have 
their picture taken with him.” 
This interaction with people, total 
strangers, helped build Baxter’s 
love for people and his wanting 
to please humans. 

Spending about 30 minutes 
with Baxter last Thursday morn¬ 
ing it is easy to see how people 
are drawn to him. “He provides a 
comfort for them,” remarked Su¬ 
san. “When someone is in a crisis 
and Baxter is there he can pro¬ 
vide them with that feeling that 
you can tell him anything. Your 
secrets are safe with him. He 
doesn’t talk back and he doesn’t 
judge.”
